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PREFACE 


The  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind,  oldest  school  for  the  visually  impaired  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  was  founded  in  1829.  It  established,  in  1880,  a  library 
of  material  relating  to  the  non-medical  aspects  of  blindness  and  deaf-blindness. 
This  library  now  known  as  the  Samuel  P.  Hayes  Research  Library  is  considered  to  be 
the  largest  such  collection  in  the  world.  It  includes  an  extensive  collection  of 
books,  pamphlets,  articles  and  journals  relating  to  the  subject  of  deaf-blindness. 
It's  Helen  Keller  collection  is  second  only  to  that  in  the  Migel  Library  at  the 
American  Foundation  for  the  Blind.  In  addition  to  the  holdings  listed  in  this 
bibliography,  the  Perkins  archives  included  a  great  deal  of  material  relating  to 
the  work  of  Perkins  first  director,  Dr.  Samuel  Gridley  Howe  (1801-1876)  with  Laura 
Bridgman  and  other  deaf-blind  students;  Anne  Sullivan  Macy  (1866-1936)  and  Michael 
Anagnos  (1837-1906)  with  Helen  Keller;  Dr.  Ferrell  and  Dr.  Waterhouse,  two  other 
Perkins  directors  who  did  much  to  aid  the  deaf-blind. 

This  revision  is  the  first  in  ten  years  and  includes  most  of  what  was  in  the  1977 
edition,  including  that  relating  to  prevocational,  vocational,  independent  living 
skills  and  community  residences  for  the  deaf-blind  rubella  children.  Also  included 
is  nearly  all  that  has  been  collected  by  the  library  since  that  date.  Like  any  work 
there  is  bound  to  be  ommissions,  I  would  be  most  greatful  if  users  of  bibliography 
would  let  me  know  or  have  copies  of  items  that  they  think  should  be  included  in  a 
future  edition.  To  keep  up-to-date  the  library  does  publish,  at  no  charge,  an 
accessions  list  of  recent  additions  on  request. 

Due  to  the  amount  of  material  on  the  subject  it  was  decided  to  make  mainly  a 
subject  listing.  Also  that  the  listing  be  photocopies  of  the  actual  catalog  cards 
thereby  giving  the  user  most  of  the  information  for  locating  material  in  the 
library  or  requesting  material. 

The  library,  which  is  located  in  the  Howe  Building,  is  open  to  all  for  reference 
use  and  welcomes  visitors.  Library  hours  are  8 : 30AM-5 : 00PM  Monday  -  Friday.  The 
library  will  make  photocopies  at  a  cost  of  .10  cents  per  page  plus  postage  and 
handling,  when  requests  comply  with  copyright  regulations.
